As a result of that investigation, ESU responded to the suspects (ADAM LANZA) 
residence at 36 Yogananda St., in Sandy Hook where Lanza's mother Nancy 
Lanza, was found deceased. The Connecticut State Police - Eastern District 
Major Crime Squad was requested and assigned the investigation at 36 
Yogananda St, in Sandy Hook, CT. 



On 02-01-13, 1 received the attached copies of the Forensic Biology Section 
Supplemental Report and Firearms Section supplemental report from Vhe
